Milton College Will Have Students' 


>. 
Army" Training Corps. 
Milton, Wis., Sept. 5.—Soon after 
the opening of Milton College. Sept. 
19th, the U. S. government will or- 
ganize at the college a detachment of 
tho Students' Army Training Corps. 
The unit will be formed in conjunc- 
tion with 
the 
Whitewater 
noraml 
scho'ol and possibly Northwestern col- 
lege at Watertown. 
President Daland 
yesterday received two telegrams stat- 
ing that this units has been authorized 
by the War Department and that as 
soon as possible rifles, uniforms, and 
all necessary equipment 
would 
be 
shipped to Milton. An officer of the 
United States army will be in charge 
at an early date. 
Any high school graduate who is 
eighteen years of age and who enters 
Milton college may be inducted into 
the Students' Army Training Corps as 
soon as he has passed the examination 
at the nearest local board. 
He will 
then be in the United States army, but 
on duty as a student in college. He will 
receive, in addition to the pay of a 
private, (J30 a month) free rifle, uni- 
form, and equipment, besides which 
the U. S. government will pay for his 
subsistence and his tuition in college. 
Students enter the S. A. T. C. by vol- 
untary induction after which they are 
soldiers ftf the United States subject 
absolutely to military discipline. They 
will not be disturbed in their college 
course by the draft, but will be kept 
there until removed to 
an 
officers' 
training camp or some other place for 
special training. 
The purpose of this 
arrangement is to 
provide college 
training and military training at the 
same time for those who are likely 
material for officers' positions. 
This plan affords a rare opportun- 
ity for- high school graduates of this 
vicinity to have their military train- 
ing near their homes and to enjoy 
the advantages of one of the finest 
colleges. The fact that this unit is to 
be established in connection with so 
small a college as Milton is a testi- 
mony to the high esteem in which the 
college is held by the 
war 
depart- 
ment. We hope that many high school 
graduates from Janesville 
and 
the 
surrounding country will go to Milton 
for the preparation to help officer the 
vast army, that is to put the finishing 
touch on winning the war.

ating, but expects to be back with 
his company soon. 
He speaks very 
highly of Lieutenant 
Pelton and is 


glad to be a member of his company. 


His letter follows: 
"Somewhere 
In France, Aug. 


101 ,11 - Just a few words to let you 
l:n ow 
that 
received 
your letters. 


after we made our first attack' on the 
boche. 
We got our objective and put 
the boche on the run. It tired us out 
keeping up with them and we went 
so fast they couldn't' get 'eats' to us 
for three days and we 'ate our hard- 
tack — not 
very 
much, 
though^be- 


cause we knew it would be some time 
before the kitchens could catch up. 
We slept two nights in the rain,-%.nd 
we had no blankets or rain coats,* as 
they were too heavy to carry; we 
had our extra rations and ammuni- 
tion and we had. a load at that. Lieu- 
tenant Pelton carried my ammuni- 
tion because my shoulder was 'all in' 
and my side ached from the stcain: 
but we got the boche back to the 
river and 'then the other boys went 
after them while I went back to -where 
our kitchen was and ate a good deal, 
built fires in the houses, dried our 
clothes and slept until~dinner. 
After 


dinner I went to the first aid station. 
I had a burning- on my leg and told I. 
them my shoulder was 'all in,' so they] 
sent me to tli'e hospital. 
"I stayed at the field hospital 


night and a day and then went on a 
real L". S. hospital train and rode two 
nights and two days. 
We are in a 


pretty part of France, in a big city 
of 150,000. I am in base hospital N"o. 
•IS, ward 2, bed No. 25. 
This is the 


hospital built by Chicago and I feel 
at home, as the nurses are surely 
('me, and the doctors also. 
I haven't 


seen any of the doctors that I know," 
but when they asked jiie where I was 
they said, 


couldn't write, because after we left 
tho trenches at Alsace we rode on a 
train two days, and on the stop we 
could not get mail censored or even 
write It. 
1 wrote you a letter later, 
but I carried it in my pocket through 
the rain, and battle, so I put it in an 
envelope yesterday and sent it

"We see bodies piled -up like cord- 
wood and not buried. 
They- have no 


time to bury them. They tried to burn 
their dead, but we were too fast for 
them. 
I only saw three of our boys
